SUMMER EMPLOYMENT INFORMATION 

If you are one of the vast number of students who will be work¬ 
ing for the first time this summer, thero are a couple of important 
things you should know, according to Arthur M. Isler, manager of the 
East New York Social Security District Office. 

You will need a social security account number. You may get an 
application for a number from your Post Office or from the local 
social security office at 2095 Pitkin Avenue, Brooklyn 7, N.Y. 

After you receive your number bo euro to show it to your employer so 
that he can record it in his records. All employment is credited 
under the individual's account number. You should have only cne 
number throughout your lifetime. IT you 
lose your number be sure to apply for a 
duplicate of your original number. 

If you will remember these points, 
you will be starting your working career 
with the least possible difficulty.
